SOLDIER'S LETTER, 
On Active Service with the American 
Expeditionary Force, 
A la Trench, Mny 444. 191R 
Dear Mother: Xot much to say. just 
a few ljnes to let you know that I ara 
0. K. Received a letter from Oliver 
dated April 2, a few dnys ago, also a 
letter from Gracie D., which I am an- 
swering tonight. The weather here the 
last few dnys has been tine, and today 
it was quite, hot. 

There was quite a little aerial activ- 
ity here today, mostly on the part of 
our planes, for as far ns I could icako 
out, the Gcrtrmn planes tried only once 
to come across and then they went 
right back again, while on the other 
hand, our planes kept crossing over to 
their side as much as they pleased from 
early in the morning until late in the 
afternoon. The anti-air craft guns 
were banging awny all day long and 
every once in n while a stray piece of 
shrapnel would come whizzing down 
and bury itself in the ground with a 
plunk. A couple of our pinner would 
come buzzing along from b.'hin<l our 
lines, and fly up nnd down our trenches 
for a few moments, after which -they 
would cross over to the German side. 
Immediately the gunners would open up 
with artillery and mnchine guns. Lit- 
tle black clouds would suddenly break 
out all around them nnd if tliey enme 
too close to these clouds tliey Would 
mount up a little higher, for these 
clouds were shrnpncl, and it is very 
unpleasant to get humped by nny ot 
that stuff, becnuse it's a long way to 
the ground. This keeps up nil dny long 
when it is good wenther, tor the iden 
is to take pictures of the enemy's 
ground and get the position of their ar- 
tillery. It is clniined that wilhin less 
than a half an hour after the picture is 
tnken the artillery lias the photogrnph 
Hid is shooting up some position which 
shows up on the picture. This seems 
well nigh impossible, for Art the avia- 
tor hns to make the flight back nnd 
then land, second it hns to lie rushed 
to the developing room and from tlierc 
luken down to artillery, who have to 
(lope out the ranges. 

Life here is ibout the same from 
day to dny, for we get up in tho morn- 
ing for breakfast about nine-thirty, eat 
dinner or supper whichever you arc a 
mind to call it about four-thirty. It 
gets dark about eight o'clock, so we go 
down Into the dug out, light the enn- 
dles and read. About midniflit we

Coal Used Industrially. 

Dr. Charles F. Illmes of Dickinson 
college writes: "It was, too, an up-to- 
dnle, or rather, nway-nlicod-ofdnle. 
establishment, ut least In regard to 
fuel employed, for enthraclto coal from 
Wllkeshnrro region wns floated down 
tho Susquehanna and hauled in wiigons 
from Ilnrrls' Ferry (Ilnrrlsburg) to 
this point. This was the Ilrxt u«to of 
smii coal, on such a scale, und for In- 
diiHlrlnl purposes." Evidence of the 
lnrtfo force of workmen employed Is 
found In n meal hill, dated February 7, 
17H1, for 150 heud of beef cnltle to 
supply the nrtlflcers oml oIIkth nt 
Wuslilngionhurg, nt tho "Ci/ntliisnisl 
*ork« near Cnrllsle." 

The contention Is thut this military 



post was the first place la the United 
States to be named for Washington 
and that Its existence antedates bj 
years Washington, D. C. 

When General Washington was In 
Cnrllsle during the whisky rchelllon 
he, with Alexander Hamilton, wor- 
shiped in the "Old Presbyterian Meet- 
ing House" on the public square In 
Carlisle, and It was in this Identical 
meeting house, on July 12, 1774, a yent 
hefore the Mecklenburg declaration, a 
public meeting of patriotic citizens 
gathered from the town and surround- 
ing country, condemned the act of the 
British parliament and urged vigorous 
measures to correct the wrong. Col. 
John Montgomery was the presiding 
officer. James Wilson wns present and 
wns appointed one of the members of 
the committee to meet with other com- 
mittees to take action. He was later a 
memher of the Coatlnental congress, a 
signer of the Declnmtlon and a justice I 
of the Supreme court Wing's history) 
stntes, "aad whea In the Continental 
congress he received Instructions from 
his constituents In Cumberinnd county, 
to advocate an entire separation from 
the mother country. This wns prob- 
ably the first utterance of that senti- 
ment of the country." 

Bancroft's Tribute to Wilson. 

Bancroft says of Wilson : "He was an 
ardent patriot, like many other emi- 
nent men of that day — not nt first 
avowedly In favor of severance from 
the mother country, hut lie desired It 
when he received definite instruction 
from his constituents." 

Bellman, writing of the potency of 
this meeting held In the "Old Meeting 
House" on July 12. 1774. says: "The 
Influence, therefore, of the meeting, or 
of subsequent Instructions to which It 
geve rise, seems to have determined 
the action of Pennsylvania In that 
great crisis which men even like John 
DIcklusoa were too timid or too cow- 
ardly to meet" 

The vote of Jnmes Wilson deter- 
mined the* vote of Pennsylvania, nad 
Pennsylvania failed to accept the reso- 
lution we today would be under an-" 
other flag. 

Philadelphia mny be considered "The 
birthplace of American llheriy," but 
Its conception In the "Old Presbyterian 
Meeting House," In Carlisle, Cumber- 
land counly, Pennsylvania, made it 
possible to be born. 

The Scolch-Irlsli part In the Revolu- 
tionary war nnd the events preceding 
It Is becoming more nppurent and Im- 
portant, and the actions tnken in the 
Presbyterian meeting houses Ilirongh- 
out Pennsylvania are vital to historic 
recital. 



BUNKER HILL 
PROVED SPIRIT 
OF COLONISTS 



In Its Consequences That Conflict 
Ranks as the Most Momentous of 
AH the Struggles of Revolutionary 
Days— Revealed to the British the 
True Spirit of Their Foes. 

V LITTLE hefore 
sunset 143 years 
ago, n few hun- 
dred American 
troops stocked 
their guns, threw 
off their packs, 
seized their 
trenching tools, 
nnd sot to work 
with grent splrlt- 
At midnight Bos- 
ton wns hurled In sleep. The sentry's 
cry of "Ail's well I" could be heard dis- 
tinctly from Its shores. 

At dawn, 143 yenrs ago. the Ameri- 
cans nt work were seen by the sailors 
oa board the British ships of war and 
the alarm was given. The captain of 
the Lively, the nearest ship, without 
waiting for orders, put a spring uptm 
her cable and, bringing her guns to 
hear, opened n fire upon the hill. One 
man, among a number who had incnu- 
tlously ventured outside, wns killed. A 
subaltern reported his death to Colonel 
Prescott and asked what was to he 
done. "Bury him," was the reply. 

It was the first fatality in the battle 
of Buaker Hill, one of the most mo- 
mentous conflicts In our Revolutionary 
history. It wns the first regular bnttie 
between the British nnd the Americans 
and most eventful in Its consequences. 
The British had ridiculed and despised 
their enemy, representing them ns das- 
tardly and inefficient ; yet here the best 
British troops, led on by experienced 
officers, were repentedly repulsed by 
an Inferior force of that enemy — mere 
yeomaary — from works thrown up in n 
single night, and suffered n loss rarely 
paralleled in battle with the most vet- 
eran soldiers. According to their own 
returns their killed nnd wounded, out 
o f a detachment of 2,000 men, amount- 
ed to 1,054, aad n largo proportion of 
them officers. The loss of the Ameri- 
cans wns 411 out of 1,500 men en- 
gaged. So the number of casualties In 
this battle was more than 30 per cent 




Principle Must Be Adhered To. 

One of the statesmen who fashioned 
this government upon Its broad lines 
that have endured left ns the guiding 
words that "eierunl vigilance Is Ihe 
price of liberty," nnd we should hold 
fast to that In all our future; that 
vigilance which shull make us pre- 
pared In peace for possible war, pre- 
pared In war for promised peace, and 
wnlelifii! both In pence and wnr for 
Ihe principles and (ho policies which 
hnve safeguarded the constitution and 
which will suve, If iinyihiag will save, 
our republic till nutlons are no more. 



Put Hlg Americanism First. 

"You must remember," said ho who 
first came io us as Mnrniils de la Fay- 
etto when ho wns asked by what tltlo 
ho preferred to he addressed when he 
wns last on these shores, "thut I am 
un American general." 

He Imd renounced meanwhile one 
of Ihe proudest pnlents of nobility In 
Franco Unit ho might feel stronger 
within him Ihe cull of freedom. The 
reply Is characteristic of Lin whole 
outlook of Ufa.

of the number In nctlon, thus placing 
It among the bloodiest battles that had 
heretofore been known to history. At 
Waterloo the British loss was less 
than 34 per cent. No wonder that 
June 17 Is a second Fourth of July. 
What the Victory Meant. 

A gallant loyalist of Massachusetts, 
who fought so well for King George 
that he rose to be a full genernl In the 
British army, regnrded Bunker Hill as 
n trnnsnctlon which controlled every- 
thing thut followed. "You could not," 
lie would sny to his friends on the oili- 
er side, "hnve succeeded without It." 

"The rebels," Gnge wrote a week af- 
ter tho bnitie, "nre shown not to be the 
disorderly rabble too many have sup- 
posed, in nil their wars against tho 
French they hnve showed no such con- 
duct nnd persevernnce ns they do now. 
They do not see thnt they have ex- 
changed liberty for tyranny. No peo- 
ple were ever governed more absolute- 
ly than the American provinces now 
are; and no reason can be given for 
their submission bnt that It Is a ty- 
ranny which they hnvo erected thcra- 

Bunker TTHI exhibited the Amerlcnns 
to all the world as a people to 
courted by nllles nnd counted with by 
foes, it wn8 a marvel that so mnny 
armed citizens hnd been got together 
so quickly nnd still a greater marvel 
that Uiey hud stayed together so long. 
Move Forced on British. 

After the engagement nt Lexington 
on April io the British force under 
General Gago was Increased to 10,000 
men hy the nrrlvnl of Generals Howe, 
Clinton, and Burgoyne with their com- 
mands from Englnnd. These occupied 
Ihe town of Boston on a peninsula ex- 
tending lino tho hnrbor. Tho nnvol 
forces consisted of tho Fnlcon, Lively, 
Somerset, Symmetry, Glasgow, nnd 
four Homing bntlerles. Across the 
Charles river, nt Cambridge, and on 
Ihe surrounding hills, were encamped 
between 10,000 nnd 20,000 undisci- 
plined Amerlcnns. The British, Urns cm 
off from communlcntlou with tho main- 




land, were seriously bumpered for prt 
isions, and General Guge contert 
plated n movement to occupy the sev 
erni heights ncur Churiestown, nt Dor 
Chester, nnd ndjucent points. 

The arrlvul of such a formidabh 
force of the enemy caused the graves 
concern to the colonists. It wns ru 
morcd thut the British would snlly forts 
from Boston and burn the nclghborlirg 
towns. It was to prevent this thnt the 
Amerlcnns determined to fortify Bun- 
ker Hill ; for, if the British should get 
out of Uie city nnd Intrench upon Dor- 
chester Heights to the south of Bos- 
ton, the Continental position would be 
mude untennhle. 

Prescott'g Gallant Act 
Not an unnecessary sound was made 
during the long hours of the night of I 
June 16, 1775, and when dawn came In- 
trenchment» six feet high along the 
side of the hill were disclosed. In tho 
fuce of the fire from the enemy ships 
nnd by the battery on Copp's HIH the 
Americans kept steadily at work com- 
pleting their Intrenchments nnd. when 
there was n slight show of fniterlng nf t- 
er a shot better 
directed than the 
others had done 
some execution in 
the trenches, Pres- 
6 c o 1 1 himself 
mounted t h e 
works and march- 
ed to and fro 
with drawn sword 
regardless of the 
fact that he was a 
mark for the Brit- 
ish. He thus pre- 
served the cour- 
age of his mea, 
who had never be- 
fore been under 
fire. 

It was about 
three o'clock In 
the afternoon 
when the British 
troops supported 

Bunker Hill Menu- J* 0 terrlflc bom " 
ment bnrdment from 

the ships In the 
harbor, ndvnnced In solid column 
against the fortifications. Confidently 
they nppronched the works of the 
Americans, construing the silence on 
the hilltop ns timidity. They changed 
their attitude on this point when they 
nrrlved within a few hundred feet of 
the redoubt. The Amerlcnns had heen 
silent, hut they had been ordered to 
refrain from firing until the command 
given. Thus It wns the British, 
advancing over the open stretch of 
ground, panting from the heat and ihe 
weight of their knapsacks, heard the 
word "Fire!" at the moment of their 
supreme confidence, and recoiled before 
volley that mowed down mnny of 
their number. 

British Line Decimated. 
A deadly fire wns poured Into the 
British columns, the marksmen of the 
Americans picking off the officers. 
Along the whole line of fortifications, 
from the rail fence to the redoubt, the 
British troops were soon In retreat. 

he British columns ndvnaced a sec- 
ond time and once more were met with 
deadly fire. Now, however, they were 
prepnred for It; although stnggeredby 
the shock, they soon milled and con- 
tinued their advance. The Americans 
fired with such rapidity thnt it seemed 
as If a continuous 
stream of fire 
poured out from 
redoubt 
Bravely the Brlt- 
itruggled to 
cross the open 
plnce la front of 
their enemy's po- 
sition, hut were 
forced to give up 
the nttempt, and 
fled precipitately 
to the boats. 
Although t h e 
field was strewn 
with their dead, 
the British again 
attempted to take General Warren's 
the American po- Monument 
sltlon. Prescott 

had sent for re-enforcements enrly in 
the day, and John Stnrk, with his New 
Hnmpshlre company, had courageously 
crossed Churiestown Neck under a se- 
vere fire from the enemy. But the haz- 
ard of the attempt deterred other com- 
manders from bringing troops to the 
support of the brave Prescott. 

With ammunition ulmost exhnusted 
nnd troops tired out from the strnin to 
which they hnd been suhjected, Pres- 
cott realized the futility of holding his 
position In the face of repeated at- 
tacks by the reformed nnd re-enforced 
British lines. Nevertheless he deter- 
mined ngnln to mensure his strength 
with the ndversnry; and, with n com- 
mand to bis men to make every shot 
tell, he awaited the advance of tho 
Ilrltlsh. Again the latter were per- 
mitted to advance within twenty ynrds 
of the American works hefore they 
were fired upon. The British line wns 
broken, but still it ndvnnced. With 
their powder now quite exhnusted, the 
Amerlcnns met their opponents with 
clubhed muskets and bayonets. 

The odds were too groat nnd Pres- 
cott ordered his men to retreat. It 
was In doing this thnt the Amerlcnns 
suffered their henvlest loss; nmong 
others who fell wns Warren, one of 
the most cherished of the popular lead-
